HOLLINGSWORTH FAMILY 
682 


The Hollingsworths came originally from 
Hollingsworth Manor, Cheshire, England, 
where they had lived since 1022 A.D. They 
were an old Saxon family. Some branches of 


Q. this family remained in England, and at least 
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. 
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one branch went to Ireland. The progenitor of 
the American Hollingsworths was Valentine 
Hollingsworth, who was born in the County 
Armagh, Ireland, in 1622. He first married Ann 
Ree in 1655 by whom he had four children: 
Mary (1656-1746), Henry (1658-1721), 
Thomas (1661-1723), and Catherine (1663- 
1746). Ann Ree Hollingsworth died in 1671, 
and in 1672, Valentine Hollingsworth married 
Ann Calvert of County Armagh, Ireland. By the 
second marriage he had the following children: 
Samuel (born 1673), Enoch (1675-1687), 
Valentine, Jr. (1677-1757), Ann (born 1680), 
John (1684-1722), Joseph (born 1686), and 
Enoch I! (1688-1690). 

Valentine Hollingsworth and his family mi- 
grated from Ireland to America in 1682 and 
settled on a thousand acre plantation on Shel- 
pot Creek, Brandywine Hundred near Castle 
County, Delaware, five miles northeast of the 
present Wilmington, Delaware. He was a 
member of the Society of Friends. He was a 
member of the first Assembly of Pennsylvania 
in 1682-83 and served in several sessions 
down to 1700. He was a signer of Penn’s Great 
Charter and a member of the Provincial Coun- 
cil. His second wife died in 1697 and he died in 
1711. Both are buried in the old burial ground 
at Newark, Delaware. 

Henry Hollingsworth, eldest son of Valen- 
tine, born in Ireland on September 7, 1658, 
came to America in 1683. He was a surveyor 
and, with the help of Thomas Holmes, laid out 
the City of Philadelphia. He was a large land- 
owner in Chester County, Pennsylvania, and 
New Castle County, Delaware. He was sheriff 
of Chester County, Clerk of the Court, and was 
amember of the Assembly of Pennsylvania. In 
1711-12 Henry Hollingsworth moved to 
Elkton, Cecil County, Maryland, and was 
appointed Surveyor of the County by Lord Balt- 
imore, 1712. 

Henry Hollingsworth was married on Au- 
gust 22, 1688, in County Armagh, Ireland, to 
Lydia Atkinson and to them were born six 
children: Ruth (born 1689), Stephen (born 


Henry, married Anne_—., . and “sometime 
prior to 1734 he settled in Orange County, 
Virginia. He patented a tract of land on Muddy 
Creek, Duplin County (then New Hanover) in 
1745. In 1735 he moved to Bladen County and 
then to Duplin County about 1746. They had 
the following children: Henry, who married 
Mary Murrah (Murray); Lydia, who married 
first John Ross and second William Jolliffe, 
Jr.; James who married Elizabeth Thomas; 
Zebulon; Valentine; and Timothy. 

Zebulon, Valentine, and Timothy Hollings- 
worth moved from Duplin County to St. 
George’s Parish (Screven County), Georgia in 
1770. In 1769, Valentine Hollingsworth sold 
his plantation in what is now Piney Grove 
Township, Sampson County, to James 
Wright. All three brothers married and had 
families. Clyde D. Hollingsworth of Sylvania, 
Georgia; published a book in 1952 entitled 
“The Hollingsworth Family of Screven County, 
Georgia.” 

Henry Hollingsworth, son of Stephen, re- 
ceived his first land grant in Duplin County 
(then New Hanover) in 1741. He married Mary 
Murrah (Murray) of Duplin County. Henry Hol- 
lingsworth was_a vestryman of St. Gabriel’s 
Parish, Duplin County. Henry and Mary Hol- 
lingsworth had the following children: Nancy 
who married a Mr. Wright; James who married 
Betsey Merritt; Zebulon who married Elizabeth 
Chesnutt; Elizabeth who married Alexander 
Chesnutt; Mary (1753-1822) who married 
James Faison; Charity who married Cannon 
Caison: Sarah who married David Chesnutt; 
Lydia who married Hardy Carroll; and Henry 
who married Elizabeth Griggs. 

Zebulon Hollingsworth, son of Henry and 
Mary, soldier of the American Revolution, 
married Elizabeth Chesnutt, a daughter of 
Jacob Chesnutt, and lived on a plantation 
south of Turkey where Jim Hines now lives. He 
and his family are buried there. They had the 
following children: Stephen (born 1794), who 
married Elizabeth Colwell; Henry (born 1798) 
who married Mary Carroll; Jacob who married 
Catherine Treadwell; Edith who married 
Joseph Carroll and lived at Thomasville, 
Georgia; Jane who married Richard Colwell; 
Mary who married Thomas Vann; Annie; and 
Elizabeth who married John Kelly and lived in 
Florida. 

Henry Hollingsworth, son of Henry and 
Mary, soldier of the American Revolution, 
lived ona plantation south of Turkey, adjoining 
his brother Zebulon’s place. He married Eliza- 
beth Griggs. They had the following children: 
Zebulon who married Mary Winters: Leonard 
who married Catherine Carlton; Guilford who 
married Rebecca Carlton; Frances who mar- 
ried first William Smith and second Uriah Bass; 
Elizabeth who married Jacob Hollingsworth, a 
son of James Hollingsworth; and Nancy who 
married Bennett W. Ballard (See Ballard Family

Gabriel and Mary Caison Holmes, who movec 
from Edgecombe County, North Carolina tc 
Duplin County (now Sampson) in the 1750's 
and settled on Gilmore Swamp. After he be- 
came an adult, Owen Holmes served for many 
years as Register of Deeds of Sampson Coun- 
ty. He married Ann ‘‘Nancy’’ Clinton, the 
daughter of Richard and Penelope Kenan Clin- 
ton. They settled on a plantation north of Clin- 
ton and built a home about where the Beaunit 
Plant is now located. He built the watermill 
which was later known as the William’s Mill on 
the Dunn road. 

Owen and Ann Clinton had the following 
children: Gabriel (1786-1848), James (1788- 
1861), Owen (1795-1840), Penelope; Richard 
Clinton (1802-1884), Hardy (1804-1847), 
Mary who died unmarried; and Ann. 

Gabriel Holmes, son of Owen, was a lawyer 
and rice planter, and he lived in Wilmington. 
He married Mildred Mabson, the daughter of 
Arthur Mabson, an English merchant in Wil- 
mington. They had twelve children: Owen, Eliza- 
beth, Mary Ann, Arthur, James, Louisa, Char- 
lotte, Owen, John Lyon, Mildred, Gabriel, and 
William Hardy Holmes. Gabriel Holmes died in 
1848, his wife had died in 1835. They are 
buried now in Oakdale Cemetery in Wilming- 
ton, having first been-buried in St. James 
Church Cemetery. Fine oil portraits of Gabriel 
and Mildred Holmes have been preserved and 
are owned by the writer. 

James Holmes, son of Owen, settled on a 
plantation located between the Coharie Coun- 
try Club and the Dunn road.

I've tried to trace who the Monk 
husband was also but have had no more luck.
